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PREFACE 


This  third  edition  differs  from  previous  editions  in 
four  important  respects.  First,  this  edition  is  based  on 
data  provided  by  each  institution.  Second,  it  uses  a 
categorization  scheme  to  differentiate  among  the  colleges. 
Third,  this  edition  is  more  comprehensive.  Fourth,  it 
includes  some  new  institutions  and  documents  the  change  in 
status  of  others. 

Previous  editions  were  based  on  information  in  each 
institution's  calendar  or  brochure.  When  such  information 
was  not  available,  secondary  sources  such  as  newspapers, 
catalogues,  or  magazines  were  consulted.  Facts  concerning 
the  nature  of  a college's  incorporation  were  obtained  by 
reading  individual  private  Acts  of  the  Legislature  or  by 
asking  for  assistance  from  the  Corporate  Registry  Office  of 
the  Department  of  Consumer  and  Corporate  Affairs. 

This  edition  is  based  on  a survey  of  the  institutions, 
undertaken  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Advanced 
Education.  Each  institution  was  requested  to  review  the 
material  that  had  been  included  in  the  previous  edition  and 
to  provide  additional  information  on  the  number  of  faculty 
and  students.  Institutions  were  also  asked  to  identify 
other  institutions  that  should  be  included.  The  written 
submissions  from  each  institution,  especially  those  dealing 
with  the  institution's  mandate  and  history,  appear  virtually 
the  way  in  which  they  were  submitted.  Where  changes  were 
made,  an  effort  was  made  to  retain  the  spirit  of  the 
original  and  in  each  case  to  ensure  that  the  institution 
agreed  with  the  alterations.  Only  one  institution  did  not 
respond:  Red  Crow  Community  College;  the  information  that 
appears  in  this  directory  about  Red  Crow  was  taken  from 
public  sources. 

The  categorization  scheme  used  in  this  edition  is 
explained  in  the  Introduction.  It  distinguishes  between 
private  and  independent  colleges. 

The  survey  made  possible  a more  comprehensive 
directory.  Information  is  now  included  on  the  number  of 
students  and  faculty  and  on  the  entire  range  of  programs 
offered. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  second  edition  in  March 
1988,  four  institutions  have  obtained  their  own  Act  of  the 
legislature:  Canadian  Southern  Baptist  Seminary,  Maskwachees 
Cultural  College,  Old  Sun  Community  College,  and  the  Rosebud 
School  of  the  Arts.  Four  institutions  have  been  added  to 
this  edition:  Living  Faith  Bible  College,  Mount  Carmel  Bible 
School,  Victory  Christian  Training  Centre,  and  Youth  With  A 
Mission.  The  Calgary  School  of  the  Bible  reported  that  it 
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is  no  longer  active,  so  it  has  been  deleted.  Also,  recent 
requests  for  affiliation  are  identified.  In  July  of  1988 
the  University  of  Alberta  entered  into  an  affiliation 
agreement  with  North  American  Baptist  College.  The 
University  of  Calgary  considered  a similar  request  from  St. 
Mary's  College. 

This  directory  describes  twenty-one  private  colleges 
incorporated  under  private  Acts  of  the  Legislature.  Alberta 
has  an  additional  eighteen  non-public,  post-secondary 
institutions  operating  under  other  legislation,  not  counting 
institutions  operating  under  the  Private  Vocational  Schools 
Act.  Together,  these  institutions  enroll  more  than  four 
thousand  full-time  students  and  employ  almost  three  hundred 
full-time  academic  staff.  They  offer  seven  associate 
degrees,  twenty-three  baccalaureate  degrees,  fifteen  masters 
degrees,  and  two  doctors  degrees.  All  of  these  are  exempt 
from  provincial  accreditation. 
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INTRODUCTION 


PURPOSE 

This  directory  grew  out  of  the  need  of  the  Private 
Colleges  Accreditation  Board  to  know  which  private  colleges 
might  ask  for  accreditation  and  of  Board's  Secretariat  to  be 
able  to  answer  questions  about  private  and  independent  post- 
secondary institutions  operating  in  Alberta.  The  directory 
was  not  compiled  for  regulatory  purposes. 


LEGAL  PROVISIONS 

The  first  private  and  independent  post-secondary 
educational  institutions  began  operating  very  early  in  the 
development  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  Since  then,  these 
institutions  have  offered  a broad  range  of  educational 
opportunities  in  Alberta,  including  degrees  in  divinity, 
vocational  training,  high  school  programs,  and  courses 
transferable  to  the  Province's  universities.  Private  and 
independent  post-secondary  institutions  have  incorporated  in 
one  of  the  following  ways  under  the  laws  of  Alberta: 

a)  under  the  Societies  Act,  the  Religious  Societies' 
Land  Act,  the  Business  Corporations  Act,  the 
Companies  Act,  or 

b)  under  their  own  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  Alberta. 

The  provisions  of  each  Act  differ  and  are  outlined  briefly 
below.  Special  reference  is  made  to  the  Private  Vocational 
Schools  Act. 


Universities  Act 


The  Universities  Act  places  limitations  on  the  name 
institutions  use  and  on  their  authority  to  grant  degrees. 
Section  54(3)  of  the  Act  provides  that  "no  person  shall  a) 
use  in  the  name  of  any  business  or  undertaking,  or  b)  make 
use  of  in  any  advertising,  the  word  'university'  or  any 
derivation  or  abbreviation  of  it,  except  on  and  in  accordance 
with  the  authority  of  the  Minister".  Section  53  of  the  Act 
restricts  the  authority  to  grant  degrees:  "With  the  exception 
of  degrees  in  divinity,  no  person  other  than  a university  or 
(an  accredited)  private  college  . . . may  grant  or  confer  any 
academic  degree." 

Section  17  of  the  Universities  Act  permits  a 
university's  board  of  governors  to  cooperate  with  other 
institutions,  including  to  enter  into  affiliation  agreements 
with  a private  college. 
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Societies  Act 


Many  of  Alberta's  independent  colleges  operate  under  the 
Societies  Act,  and  some  of  the  colleges  which  now  have  their 
own  Act  of  the  Legislature  began  operations  under  that  Act. 
The  Societies  Act  grants  sufficient  powers  for  many 
organizations  to  meet  their  educational  objectives. 

Under  this  Act  five  or  more  persons  may  become 
incorporated  for  any  benevolent,  philanthropic,  charitable, 
provident,  scientific,  artistic,  literary,  social, 
educational,  agricultural,  sporting  or  other  useful  purpose, 
but  not  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a trade  or  business. 
One  primary  power  granted  by  the  Act  concerns  the  raising  of 
revenue  and  the  acguisition  of  land  or  property.  Section 
13(1)  of  the  Societies  Act  names  these  powers: 

A society  may  acquire  and  take  by  purchase,  donation, 
devise  or  otherwise  sell,  all  kinds  of  real  estate  and 
personal  property,  and  may  sell,  exchange,  mortgage, 
lease,  let,  improve  and  develop  it,  and  may  erect  and 
maintain  any  necessary  buildings. 

The  Societies  Act  goes  on  to  say  that,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  its  objectives,  "a  society  may  borrow  or  raise 
or  secure  monies  in  any  manner  it  thinks  fit,  and  in 
particular  by  the  issue  of  debentures.”  This  power  can  be 
exercised  only  under  the  authority  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
society  and  "in  no  case  shall  be  issued  without  the  sanction 
of  a special  resolution  of  the  society."  Moreover,  all 
property  and  funds  "shall  be  used  and  dealt  with  for  its 
legitimate  objects...."  In  order  for  a college  incorporated 
under  the  Societies  Act  to  remain  in  good  standing,  it  must 
submit  to  the  Corporate  Registrar  an  annual  detailed  report 
on  its  "anniversary  month."  (The  month  in  each  year  in  which 
the  certificate  of  the  society  was  issued.)  This  report  must 
include  the  current  address  of  the  society,  a complete  list 
of  all  officers  of  the  society,  and  an  audited  financial 
statement  "presented  at  the  last  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  society." 


Religious  Societies'  Land  Act 


Churches  may  incorporate  under  the  Religious  Societies' 
Land  Act.  Insofar  as  the  Religious  Societies'  Land  Act 
provides  a religious  society  with  the  authority  for  the 
"propagation  of  knowledge",  it  gives  the  grounds  for  the 
operation  of  a school  or  college.  Under  this  Act,  the  power 
to  acquire  or  sell  land  is  usually  entrusted  to  a board  of 
trustees  who  act  as  agents  in  any  land  or  property 
transaction.  The  Act  limits  the  amount  of  land  a religious 
society  may  acquire  to  no  more  than  320  acres.  Another 
requirement  of  the  Act  is  that  trustees  who  sell  or  purchase 
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land  must  "open  for  inspection  of  the  religious  society"  at  a 
general  meeting  a complete  and  accurate  financial  statement 
of  all  land  and  property  transactions.  Unlike  colleges 
incorporated  under  the  Societies  Act,  colleges  incorporated 
under  the  Religious  Societies7  Land  Act  are  not  reguired  to 
submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Corporate  Registry.  However, 
the  Minister  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  Business 
Corporations  Act  has  the  authority  to  request  a written 
return  of  a college's  "property,  membership  and  officers 
verified  by  affidavit." 


Business  Corporations  Act  and  Companies  Act 

It  is  also  possible  to  incorporate  under  the  Business 
Corporations  Act  or  the  the  Companies  Act.  Institutions 
incorporated  under  either  Act  are  required  to  provide  Annual 
Returns  to  Corporate  Registry. 

Colleges  incorporated  under  the  the  Business 
Corporations  Act  are  empowered  to  issue  shares  and  to  make  a 
profit  for  the  shareholders.  Colleges  incorporated  under  the 
Companies  Act  are  non-profit  companies;  shares  issued  are  not 
usually  transferable  and  profits  are  re-invested  in  the 
institution.  Under  this  Act,  companies  can  be  either  public 
or  private,  but  if  they  are  public  an  audited  balance  sheet 
of  the  company's  finances  must  be  submitted  to  the  Corporate 
Registrar.  Colleges  incorporated  under  the  Business 
Corporations  Act  submit  information  on  the  same  form  annually 
as  companies  do;  however,  they  do  not  need  to  provide  an 
audited  balance  sheet. 


Private  Acts 

Over  the  years,  the  Alberta  Legislature  has  used  private 
Acts  of  the  Legislature  to  incorporate  thirty  institutions 
which  are  defined  as  "private  colleges"  according  to  the 
definition  used  by  Alberta's  Universities  Act.  Twenty-one  of 
the  thirty  are  still  operating.  The  Universities  Act 
provides  that  any  of  these  colleges  may  ask  for  permission  to 
offer  their  own  baccalaureate  degrees. 


Private  Vocational  Schools  Act 


The  Private  Vocational  Schools  Act  does  not  provide  for 
the  incorporation  of  schools.  Rather,  it  provides  for  the 
licensing  of  schools  which  may  have  been  incorporated  under 
another  Act.  Section  11  of  the  Act  requires  everybody 
maintaining  or  operating  a school  or  providing  correspondence 
courses  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  or  training  in 
a vocation  to  be  licensed.  Vocational  training  is  very 
broadly  defined  in  the  Act  as  meaning  "any  employment,  trade, 
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calling  or  pursuit  designated  by  the  regulations  as  a 
vocation."  In  accordance  with  the  Private  Vocational  Schools 
Regulations  certain  educational  institutions  do  not  fall 
under  control  of  the  Act:  colleges  incorporated  under  the 
Religious  Societies7  Land  Act,  the  Societies  Act,  or  a 
private  Act  of  the  Legislature. 

Approximately  one  hundred  schools  currently  operating 
under  this  Act  are  included  in  a directory  available  from  the 
Director  of  Private  Vocational  Schools.  None  of  these 
schools  are  included  in  this  directory. 


CATEGORIZATION  USED  IN  THIS  DIRECTORY 

As  noted  above,  the  Universities  Act  defines  private 
colleges.  The  Act  also  provides  for  universities  to 
affiliate  with  other  institutions.  Thus,  historically, 
discussions  of  Alberta's  independent  post-secondary 
institutions  have  used  the  terms  "private"  and  "affiliated". 
These  two  terms  are  not  adequate  for  a proper  description  of 
the  diversity  that  has  come  to  exist  in  the  province. 

The  first  two  editions  of  this  directory  used  the  term 
"independent  colleges"  as  an  umbrella  term  to  describe  all 
non-public  post-secondary  institutions.  This  edition  gives 
that  term  a more  limited  meaning.  This  edition  has  also 
adapted  a categorization  proposed  by  Alberta  Advanced 
Education.  When  referring  to  all  colleges,  the  phrase 
"private  and  independent  colleges"  is  used. 

Private  College:  a college  incorporated  under  a private  Act 
of  the  Legislature.  A private  college  might  be 
accredited,  affiliated,  or  federated. 

Accredited  Private  College:  a private  college  that  has 
been  accorded  the  privilege  of  awarding  baccalaureate 
degrees  in  addition  to  degrees  in  divinity  under  Section 
64  of  the  Universities  Act. 

Affiliated  Private  College:  a private  college  that  has  an 
affiliation  agreement  with  an  Alberta  university  under 
Section  17(3)  of  the  Universities  Act. 

Federated  Private  College:  a private  college  that  is 
affiliated  with  a university  and  that  also  has  an 
integral  relationship  with  their  host  university. 

This  integral  relationship  involves  both  students  and 
governance.  The  college's  students  are  registered  by 
the  host  university  and  credits  for  the  college  courses 
they  complete  appear  on  the  university's  transcript. 

The  president  of  the  host  university  is  a member  of  the 
Board  of  governors  of  the  private  college;  and  the 
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president  of  the  private  college  is  a member  of  the 
General  Faculties  Council  of  the  host  university. 

Independent  Colleges:  An  institution  offering  post-secondary 
programs  under  some  other  authority,  such  as  the 
Societies  Act,  the  Religious  Societies7  Land  Act,  the 
Companies  Act  or  the  Business  Corporations  Act. 

Affiliated  Independent  College:  an  independent  college 
that  has  an  affiliation  agreement  with  an  Alberta 
university  under  Section  17(2)  of  the  Universities  Act. 

Private  Vocational  School:  a post-secondary  institution 

licensed  under  Alberta's  Private  Vocational  Schools' 
Act. 


ACCREDITATION 

Accreditation  has  been  defined  as  "a  system  for 
recognizing  educational  institutions  and  professional 
programs  affiliated  with  those  institutions  for  a level  of 
performance,  integrity,  and  quality  which  entitles  them  to 
the  confidence  of  the  educational  community  and  the  public 
they  serve"  (American  Council  on  Education:  Accredited 
Institutions  of  Postsecondarv  Education,  1987-88.  p.462).  In 
Canada,  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  educational 
standards  is  the  responsibility  of  government  and 
institutions.  The  Canadian  experience  is  very  different  from 
that  of  the  United  States,  which  provides  the  models  most 
people  think  of  when  accreditation  is  discussed. 

In  the  United  States,  the  recognition  that  comes  with 
accreditation  is  extended  primarily  through  nongovernmental, 
voluntary  associations.  The  fact  that  Canada  has  had 
virtually  no  accreditation  mechanism,  coupled  with  the 
movement  of  students  and  graduates  both  ways  across  the 
border  has  meant  that  some  Alberta  institutions  have  sought 
and  obtained  accreditation  in  the  United  States.  An 
understanding  of  the  major  aspects  of  the  American  system  is 
important  if  one  is  to  understand  accreditation,  or  the  lack 
of  it,  in  Canada.  (A  few  specialized  accreditation 
organizations  exist  in  Canada.  But  Alberta  is  the  only 
province  that  has  become  actively  involved  in  general 
academic  accreditation.  Alberta's  involvement  is  limited  to 
accreditation  of  baccalaureate  programmes  offered  by  private 
institutions . ) 

The  American  nongovernmental,  voluntary  accreditation 
associations  are  either  institutional  or  professional.  They 
accredit  either  entire  institutions  or  programs  leading  to 
specific  professional  designations.  The  best-known  and 
largest  of  the  institutional  accreditation  bodies  are  six 
regional  accrediting  bodies: 
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Middle  States  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
Northwest  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
Western  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 

Two  other  national  bodies  that  accredit  entire  institutions, 
and  that  are  referred  to  often  in  this  directory  are  the 

American  Association  of  Bible  Colleges 
Association  of  Theological  Schools 

Canada  has  its  own  Association  of  Canadian  Bible  Colleges 
(ACBC) , but  it  is  not  an  accrediting  body.  The  ACBC  relies 
entirely  on  the  American  Association  of  Bible  Colleges  for 
accreditation.  The  ACBC  serves  as  an  information  sharing 
fellowship  organization  that  annually  hosts  a convention  and 
publishes  a membership  directectory . Eight  Alberta 
institutions  are  listed  in  the  Association's  1989-1990 
directory. 

In  a large,  voluntary  accreditation  system  such  as 
exists  in  the  United  States,  the  question  arises:  Who 
accredits  the  accrediting  bodies?  After  all,  if 
accreditation  is  voluntary,  then  it  is  possible  for  two  or 
more  educational  institutions  to  form  an  "accreditation" 
association  and  accredit  each  other.  The  answer  is  that  it 
is  done  by  two  bodies:  the  Council  on  Postsecondary 
Accreditation,  commonly  referred  to  as  COPA,  and  the  Office 
of  Education  of  the  federal  department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare.  Each  of  the  bodies  listed  above  is  recognized 
by  both  organizations  as  legitimate  accreditation 
associations . 


PRIVATE  SCHOOLS  REGISTERED  WITH  THE  ALBERTA  DEPARTMENT  OF 
EDUCATION 


A number  of  Alberta's  private  and  independent 
institutions  operate  elementary  and/or  secondary  programs  as 
well  as  post-secondary  programs.  The  institutions  that  have 
private  schools  operating  in  association  with  their  post- 
secondary operations  are  listed  in  Appendix  VI. 


FINANCIAL  CONSIDERATIONS 
Federal  Taxes 


Colleges  which  incorporate  under  a private  Act  may  gain 
some  financial  advantages.  Incorporation  under  its  own  Act 
makes  it  easier  for  a college  to  be  recognized  by  the  Federal 
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Government  under  the  Income  Tax  Act  and  the  statutes  dealing 
with  excise  taxes.  In  the  former  case,  tuition  fees  and 
monthly  deductions  for  full-time  students  are  at  issue;  in 
the  second,  excise  taxes  on  printed  materials  and  books  are 
at  issue. 


Student  Loans 


Students  in  schools  registered  under  the  Private 
Vocational  Schools  Act  or  colleges  established  under  their 
own  private  Act  of  the  Legislature  may  receive  certain 
advantages  with  respect  to  student  loans.  If  the  college  has 
its  own  private  Act  and  is  also  affiliated  with  a University 
or  is  accredited  under  the  Universities  Act,  then  the  college 
may  be  designated  by  the  Students  Finance  Board  as  being 
eligible  for  both  Canada  Student  Loans  and  Alberta  Student 
Loans?  the  same  holds  true  for  private  vocational  schools. 

If  the  college  has  its  own  private  Act  but  is  not  affiliated, 
then  the  college  may  be  designated  by  the  Students  Finance 
Board  as  being  eligible  for  Canada  Student  Loans  only. 


Provincial  Funding 


In  June  1989  the  Department  of  Advanced  Education 
announced  the  following  policy  respecting  the  funding  of 
accredited  private  colleges  in  Alberta: 

1.  Only  accredited,  non-profit,  private  liberal  arts 
colleges,  established  by  an  act  of  the  Alberta 
Legislature,  should  in  future  receive  funding. 
Canadian  Union  which  is  in  the  process  of  applying 
for  accreditation,  should  be  grand-fathered;  that  is, 
the  current  funding  arrangements  should  be 
maintained,  but  not  increased  beyond  the  normal 
annual  economic  adjustment. 

2.  Canadian  Union  College  should  receive  the  funding 
described  in  #5  below  upon  accreditation. 

Thereafter,  funding  will  not  flow  automatically  upon 
accreditation.  The  Minister  may  fund  newly 
accredited  private  colleges,  having  regard  for 
supply/demand  issues  among  other  considerations. 

3.  Operating  funding  will  be  provided  for  arts  and 
science  degree  programs  and  university  level  transfer 
programs  only,  as  described  in  #4  and  #5  below.  (The 
purchase  of  capital  equipment  costing  less  than  $1000 
will  be  considered  an  eligible  operating 
expenditure . ) 

4.  The  base  plus  economic  adjustment  formula  will 
continue  to  be  the  funding  model  (also  now  used  by 
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the  public  system) . Revised  bases  will  be 
established  by  multiplying  a representative  grant  (a 
proportion  of  the  implicit  average  grant  for  arts  and 
science  programs  in  the  public  universities)  by  the 
current  enrolment  in  arts  and  science  degree  programs 
and  university  level  transfer  programs  in  each  of  the 
accredited  colleges. 

5.  The  representative  grant  used  to  establish  the  base 
in  #4  above  should  equate  to  75%  of  the  implicit 
average  grant  for  arts  and  science  programs  in  the 
public  universities.  The  plan  is  to  reach  this  level 
over  a six-year  period  beginning  in  1989-90  with  a 
$500,000  adjustment  to  the  base  of  the  private 
college  sector.  In  establishing  this  level,  it  is 
understood  that  private  colleges  will  be  responsible 
for  financing  the  capital  costs  of  their 
institutions.  In  particular,  the  private  colleges 
will  not  be  included  in  the  Endowment  and  Incentive 
Fund  nor  will  they  receive  any  capital  equipment 
grants.  It  is  understood  that  they  will  continue  to 
be  included  in  the  supplementary  enrolment  program. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  student  financial  assistance 
benefits  in  1994  and  thereafter,  the  maximum  tuition 
for  arts  and  science  programs  that  will  be  recognized 
by  the  Students  Finance  Board  in  assessing  the  need 
of  students  of  private  colleges  receiving  funding 
under  this  policy  should  not  be  greater  than  2.5 
times  the  comparable  tuition  charged  by  the  public 
universities.  Should  the  tuition  policy  governing 
board-governed  institutions  be  changed,  this 
condition  will  be  reviewed. 


PRIVATE  COLLEGES  ACCREDITATION  BOARD 
History 

The  first  private  college  was  established  in  Alberta  in 
1904,  while  Alberta  was  still  part  of  the  Northwest 
Territories.  By  1940,  nine  colleges  had  been  created  by 
private  acts  of  the  Legislature.  By  the  end  of  1988,  the 
Legislature  had  created  thirty  private  colleges,  twenty-one 
of  which  were  still  operating.  For  many  years,  Alberta's 
private  colleges  offered  high  school  and  career  programs  and 
granted  degrees  in  divinity.  In  1959,  the  first  private 
college  entered  into  a formal  affiliation  agreement  by  which 
its  students  could  complete  university  study  and  obtain 
advanced  credit  toward  completion  of  their  degrees  at  the 
University  of  Alberta.  By  1983,  three  more  colleges  had 
similar  agreements. 
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For  many  years,  the  private  colleges  had  been  interested  in 
granting  their  own  degrees  in  fields  other  than  divinity. 

This  interest  accorded  with  the  government's  policy  of 
extending  access  and  alternatives  in  post-secondary 
education.  At  the  same  time,  Government  recognized  that  the 
public  interest  concerning  the  meaning  or  status  of  the 
baccalaureate  needed  to  be  protected  and  that  the  historical 
precedents  of  university  level  study  in  the  Province  should 
be  respected.  Various  means  were  examined  by  which  this 
authority  could  be  granted.  After  considerable  discussion, 
Government,  the  private  colleges  and  the  universities  agreed 
that  the  interests  of  the  public  and  the  institutions  could 
be  best  served  by  an  independent  body  that  would  assess 
proposals  for  degree  programs  from  the  private  colleges. 

The  Private  Colleges  Accreditation  Board  was  established 
for  this  purpose  in  1984  by  an  amendment  to  Alberta's 
Universities  Act. 


Authority 

The  authority  of  the  Private  Colleges  Accreditation 
Board  derives  from  Alberta's  Universities  Act  (Part  2.1). 

The  Act  gives  the  Board  the  authority  to  approve  programs  of 
study  and  to  periodically  evaluate  any  programs  of  study  that 
are  accredited  by  the  government. 

With  respect  to  the  approval  of  programs  of  study: 

1.  The  Accreditation  Board  may  inquire  into  any  matter 
that  relates  to  the  approval  of  programs  of  study, 
other  than  programs  in  divinity,  leading  to  a 
baccalaureate  that  may  be  granted  by  a private 
college. 

2.  If  the  Accreditation  Board  determines  that  a private 
college  has  met  the  prescribed  minimum  conditions  for 
the  approval  of  a program  of  study  leading  to  a 
baccalaureate,  it  shall  approve  the  program  of  study 
and  recommend  to  the  Minister  that  the  private 
college  be  granted  the  power  to  grant  a baccalaureate 
in  respect  of  that  approved  program  of  study. 

3.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister,  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council  may  by  order  designate  a private 
college  as  an  institution  that  may  grant  a 
baccalaureate  in  respect  of  a program  of  study 
approved  by  the  Accreditation  Board. 

4.  Such  an  order  is  subject  to  any  conditions  specified 
in  the  order. 
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With  respect  to  the  periodic  evaluation  of  approved 
programs : 

1.  The  Accreditation  Board  shall  establish  procedures 
for  the  periodic  evaluation  of  approved  programs  of 
study  provided  by  designated  private  colleges. 

2.  If  the  Accreditation  Board  determines  that  a program 
of  study  should  no  longer  be  approved,  it  shall 
withdraw  its  approval  of  the  program  of  study  and 
recommend  to  the  Minister  that  the  private  college 
that  offers  the  program  of  study  should  no  longer  be 
designated  as  an  accredited  degree-granting 
institution. 

3.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister,  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council  may  by  order  rescind  the 
designation  of  a private  college  as  a degree-granting 
institution. 

General  powers:  Without  restricting  the  powers  with 
respect  to  the  approval  of  programs  of  study  and  periodic 
evaluation,  the  Accreditation  Board  may: 

1.  Determine  the  minimum  standards  for  the  approval  of  a 
program  of  study  leading  to  a baccalaureate  that  may 
be  granted  by  a private  college. 

2.  Establish  and  implement  procedures  for 

i.  the  review  and  approval  of  courses  of  study, 

ii.  the  review  and  approval  of  the  academic 
credentials  of  the  instructional  staff, 

iii.  the  inspection  and  approval  of  libraries, 

laboratories  and  other  related  instructional 
facilities,  and 

iv.  the  examination  of  available  financial  support 

of  a private  college  that  proposes  a program  of  study 
leading  to  a baccalaureate  to  be  granted  by  that 
private  college. 

3.  Require  a report  from  the  governing  body  of  a private 
college  on  any  matter  pertaining  to  a proposed  or  to 
an  approved  program  of  study. 

4.  Appoint  persons  to  provide  advice  and  recommendations 
relating  to  the  review  and  evaluation  made  by  the 
Accreditation  Board  in  respect  of  any  program  of 
study. 
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The  effective  performance  of  these  functions  requires  that 
the  Accreditation  Board  be  concerned  with  all  matters  related 
to  the  accreditation  of  academic  programs  and  with  the  well- 
being of  those  private  colleges  that  are  designated  to  offer 
accredited  programs.

Mission  or  Mandate:  Camrose  Lutheran  University  College  is  a 
community  in  which  there  is  encouragement  and  direction  for 
the  development  of  the  whole  person.  A profound  sense  of 
personal  worth  and  meaningful  perspective  for  life  are 
recognized  as  the  fundamental  and  necessary  bases  for  true 
intellectual  and  personal  growth,  and  the  Gospel  of  the 
forgiveness  of  sins  is  acknowledged  as  the  source  of  that 
development.  Every  educational  institution  believes  it 
shapes  and  influences  the  leaders  of  tomorrow.  The  College 
shares  these  aspirations  but  also  attempts  in  its  corporate 
life  to  emphasize  the  concept  of  the  leader  as  servant. 

Education  and  living  go  hand  in  hand.  The  human  condition 
is  characterized  by  interdependency:  the  ability  to  relate 
to  people  individually  and  collectively,  to  nature,  and  to 
the  structures  of  society,  and  to  find  meaning  in  these 
relationships  and  in  this  interdependency  is  a mark  of 
successful  personal  development.  Life  within  the  College 
community  is  intended  to  nurture  this  development. 

The  College  is  committed  to  intellectual  growth.  One  of  its 
goals  is  to  foster  the  development  of  intellectually 
discriminating  persons.  Therefore,  the  College  espouses  an 
educational  philosophy  in  keeping  with  the  liberal  arts 
tradition.  Within  that  tradition  the  disciplines  are  viewed 
as  vehicles  not  only  for  transmitting  knowledge,  but  also 
for  providing  the  capacity  to  reason,  communicate,  inquire, 
and  evaluate. 

The  College  is  concerned  about  communication  of  the  Gospel. 

A growing  awareness  of  the  meaning  of  the  Gospel  and  its 
implications  for  life  and  the  development  of  a mature 
theological  sense  are  fundamentally  important  aspects  of 
growth  in  Christ. 
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Knowledge  ought  never  to  be  separated  from  values.  The 
College  seeks  to  develop  in  its  students  the  willingness  and 
capacity  to  shape  their  moral  values  within  the  context  of 
the  Gospel,  their  aesthetic  values  in  the  light  of  the 
finest  human  endeavour,  their  choice  for  style  of  life 
within  the  perspective  of  a sense  of  justice,  a social 
conscience,  and  the  concept  of  leader  as  servant. 

There  are  a number  of  important  institutional  goals  in 
addition  to  the  goals  which  the  College  has  established  for 
itself  in  relation  to  its  students.  A primary  task  of  any 
educational  institution  is  the  discovery,  generation,  and 
dissemination  of  knowledge.  The  College  will  continue  to 
promote  and  emphasize  the  importance  for  society  of  a 
liberal  arts  education.  As  a servant  of  the  Church,  the 
College  considers  as  essential  the  proclamation  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  provision  of  mature  leaders  for  Church  and 
nation. 

Brief  History:  Camrose  Lutheran  University  College  is  a 
residential  liberal  arts  college  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  Canada.  It  was  the  first  private  college  in 
Alberta  to  receive  degree-granting  authority  under  the 
provisions  of  legislation  enacted  in  1983  by  the  Alberta 
government.  Recognized  as  a member  of  the  Canadian 
university  community  through  its  membership  in  the 
Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada,  Camrose 
Lutheran  provides  quality  university  education  in  the 
context  of  the  Christian  tradition. 

Camrose  Lutheran  University  College  was  founded  in  1910  by 
the  Alberta  Norwegian  Lutheran  College  Association,  a 
voluntary  association  of  Lutheran  congregations  in  Alberta. 
The  College  began  its  operations  in  1911.  On  March  25, 

1913,  the  Alberta  Norwegian  Lutheran  College  was 
incorporated  by  a private  Act  of  Legislature. 

In  its  early  years,  the  College  provided  a significant 
opportunity  for  secondary  education  and  was  recognized  for 
the  quality  of  its  academic  program  and  its  endeavour  to 
provide  an  education  that  extended  beyond  the  intellect  to 
the  "heart  and  its  affections".  In  1957,  the  College  became 
an  institution  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Canada. 
The  College  began  offering  university  work  in  the  fall  of 
1959  as  an  affiliated  college  of  the  University  of  Alberta. 

A second  year  of  the  university  transfer  program  was  added 
in  1969.  In  1985  the  College  granted  its  first  B . A . 
degrees,  and  in  1987  it  became  a member  of  the  Association 
of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada  in  its  own  right. 

The  College  now  grants  baccalaureate  degrees  in  the  arts  and 
the  sciences  and  plans  to  expand  its  facilities  and  programs 
to  accommodate  a maximum  enrollment  of  1000  students.

Mission  or  Mandates  Concordia  is  a Christian  college 
committed  to  the  recognition  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
Lord  of  all  life  and  to  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  God's 
revealed  Word.  Concordia's  educational  philosophy  is  based 
on  the  belief  that  the  Christian  faith  gives  purpose  and 
direction  to  life  and  that  successful  living  depends  upon 
moral  and  spiritual  maturity.  The  College  fosters  a 
Christian  lifestyle  on  campus  and  encourages  a dual 
commitment  to  academic  excellence  and  religious  vitality. 
Guidance  is  offered  in  accordance  with  each  student's 
spiritual,  intellectual,  and  emotional  needs.  Concordia's 
specific  educational  objectives  include  the  following: 
enriching  the  student's  understanding  of  the  Christian  faith 
and  its  application  to  life;  encouraging  in  the  student  an 
understanding  of  the  individual  in  society  and  an 
appreciation  of  various  cultures;  acquainting  the  student

The  College  was  founded 
in  1921  with  the  purpose  of  preparing  young  men  for  the 
preaching  and  teaching  ministries  of  The  Lutheran  Church- 
Missouri  Synod.  Co-education,  general  courses  of  study,  and 
an  accredited  high  school  program  were  introduced  in  1939. 

In  1967,  the  University  of  Alberta  granted  Concordia's 
request  for  affiliation  at  the  first-year  University  level; 
second-year  affiliation  followed  in  1975.  On  May  16,  1978, 
Concordia  College  was  incorporated  by  a private  Act  of  the 
Alberta  Legislature.  On  July  16,  1987,  Concordia  College 
became  a degree-granting  institution,  offering  three-year 
baccalaureate  degrees  in  Arts  and  Science. 
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While  continuing  to  offer  preliminary  training  for  church 
professions,  Concordia  now  welcomes  all  students  interested 
in  studying  the  liberal  arts  on  a small  college  campus. 

Some  students  choose  to  obtain  their  three-year  B. A.  or 
B.Sc.  at  Concordia,  while  others  attend  Concordia  for  one  or 
two  years  and  then  transfer  to  another  institution  to 
complete  their  studies.

Mission  or  Mandate:  The  King's  College  is  an  independent 
Christian  liberal  arts  college  offering  university 
education,  with  accredited  B.A.  and  B.Sc.  degrees.  It 
serves  students  from  a large  variety  of  denominational 
backgrounds.  Although  The  King's  is  not  affiliated  with  any 
one  denomination,  most  of  the  College's  support  is  derived 
from  members  of  the  Christian  Reformed  Church. 

In  October  1989,  the  College  adopted  the  following  Mission 
Statement : 

The  Mission  of  The  King's  College  is  to  provide 
students  with  a university  education  in  the  arts, 
sciences,  and  selected  professional  areas  from  a 
Biblical  perspective,  as  summarized  in  the  College's 
Statement  of  Faith.  The  College  strives  to  be  an 
academic  community  which  integrates  the  Christian  faith 
with  teaching,  learning,  research,  and  college  life,  in 
an  environment  characterized  by  academic  excellence  and 
a personal  approach  to  students. 

The  following  goals  are  central  to  this  mission: 

. Students  will  gain  a deeper  understanding  of  God's 
creation,  equipping  them  for  lives  of  service. 

. Students  will  mature  and  grow  as  Christians  in  all 
aspects  of  their  lives. 

. The  College  will  contribute  to  the  advancement  of 
knowledge  through  a commitment  to  excellence  in 
teaching  and  scholarly  research. 

. The  College  will  be  of  service  to  the  Christian 
community. 

Brief  History:  The  King's  College's  founding  organization, 
the  Christian  College  Association,  was  incorporated  under 
The  Societies  Act  on  February  11,  1971. 

A group  of  individuals  from  various  church  affiliations 
wished  to  establish  a regional,  non-denominational , 
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Christian  liberal  arts  College  in  Western  Canada.  In 
February  1971,  these  people  incorporated  the  Christian 
College  Association  and  through  a constitution  and  statement 
of  principles  "gave  written  expression"  to  their  vision  of 
an  institution  for  Christian  higher  education.  During  the 
following  years  many  new  members  joined  the  Association,  and 
in  January  1978,  the  Association  membership  voted 
overwhelmingly  to  proceed  with  the  opening  of  the  College. 
Upon  its  inauguration  in  September  1979,  the  College  offered 
classes  in  Interdisciplinary  Studies,  Theology,  Biology, 
Economics,  English,  History,  Music,  Philosophy,  Psychology, 
and  Sociology. 

The  King's  College,  a Christian  liberal  arts  college,  was 
incorporated  by  a private  Act  of  the  Legislature  on  November 
16,  1979,  transferring  to  the  College  all  assets  of  the 
Christian  College  Association.  The  King's  College  Act  also 
empowered  the  institute  to  establish  a Christian  College 
affording  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts,  theology, 
sciences,  and  education.  The  College  was  also  given  the 
power  to  "confer  degrees  in  divinity,  (and  to)  award 
certificates  and  diplomas  for  merit."  Moreover,  The  King's 
College  may  "co-operate  with  other  persons  for  the 
establishment  and  provision  of  programs,  services,  and 
facilities. " 

On  November  2,  1983,  an  official  affiliation  agreement  was 
signed  with  the  University  of  Alberta,  which  assured  that 
approved  courses  offered  at  The  King's  College  would 
transfer  automatically  to  the  University.  The  vast  majority 
of  courses  offered  at  The  King's  College  are  approved  for 
transfer  as  published  in  the  Provincial  Transfer  Guide.  The 
affiliation  agreement  also  made  various  University 
resources,  such  as  the  library  and  curriculum  laboratory, 
available  to  students  attending  The  King's  College. 

The  College's  proposal  for  accreditation  of  a three  year 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  was  approved  by  an  Order  in  Council 
on  March  12,  1987.  On  January  12,  1989,  a three  year 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  program  was  similarly  approved. 

In  May  1988,  the  College  became  a provisional  member  of  the 
Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada  (AUCC) .

Mission  or  Mandate:  Canadian  Union  College  is  an 
independent,  comprehensive  college  which  provides 
educational  programs  for  undergraduate  students  in  liberal 
arts,  professional  disciplines,  and  technology/vocation. 

The  educational  experience  of  each  student  is  premised  on 
the  development  of  the  whole  person  (mental,  physical, 
social,  spiritual)  and  on  a commitment  to  the  complementary 
relationship  between  liberal,  professional,  technical  and 
manual  education.  Learning  opportunities  are  designed  to 
ensure  that  students  become  independent  thinkers  and 
decision  makers  and  that  they  develop  characters  and  life 
styles  which  are  based  upon  Christian  principles  and  values. 

The  breadth  of  liberal  education  offerings  fosters  the 
development  of  insights  and  varied  perspective  on  ideas, 
issues,  and  events.

6.  To  complement  the  home  and  church  by  providing  a total 
Seventh-day  Adventist  environment  in  which  character 
development  for  eternity  may  be  most  favourably  pursued. 

7.  To  lead  students  at  all  levels  to  identify  themselves  as 
loved,  appreciated,  and  needed  working  members  of  the 
Seventh-day  Adventist  church  through  active  participation 
in  the  church's  services  and  through  the  church's  and 
college's  outreach  ministries  in  their  neighbourhood. 

Brief  History:  The  history  of  Canadian  Union  College  begins 
about  1900  when  railroad  construction  and  free  homesteads 
attracted  settlers  to  the  prairie  provinces.  In  1906,  one 
year  after  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  assumed  the  status  of 
confederated  provinces,  a group  of  men  met  at  Leduc  to 
attend  an  institute  for  Christian  laymen.  These  men  formed 
the  nucleus  from  which  Canadian  Union  College  developed. 

The  Alberta  Conference  of  Seventh-day  Adventists  deemed  it 
advisable  to  take  advantage  of  the  prosperity  in  the  country 
to  establish  a school  in  harmony  with  educational  ideals  and 
policies  of  the  denomination  in  which  Christian  workers 
might  be  trained.  A farm  was  purchased  two  miles  west  of 
Leduc,  and  the  school  was  opened  in  the  fall  of  1907  under 
the  name  of  Alberta  Industrial  Academy. 

In  1909  the  present  location  at  Lacombe  was  selected  as  a 
permanent  site,  and  construction  of  buildings  began. 
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Gradually  the  sphere  of  influence  of  the  school  enlarged  and 
in  1919  the  board  authorized  junior  college  status.  An  Act 
to  incorporate  the  Canadian  Junior  College  was  assented  to 
by  the  Alberta  Legislature  in  1940.  During  the  years, 
continued  efforts  have  been  made  to  broaden  and  strengthen 
the  work  of  the  institution.  In  1945  another  forward  step 
was  taken  by  introducing  a senior  theological  program.  In 
1947  the  Act  of  Incorporation  was  amended  to  read  "Canadian 
Union  College". 

In  1971,  the  University  of  Alberta  granted  the  college's 
request  for  affiliation  at  the  first-year  university  level, 
and  this  affiliation  was  later  extended  to  include  second- 
year  courses. 

In  1979,  Canadian  Union  College  entered  into  an  extended 
campus  agreement  with  Union  College,  Nebraska,  U.S.A.,  which 
enabled  students  to  complete  selected  majors  in  arts, 
science  and  education  degree  programs.  A similar  agreement 
with  Loma  Linda  University,  California,  U.S.A.,  allows  for 
the  University  to  offer  its  Master  of  Arts  in  Elementary 
Education  (1982)  and  its  Master  of  Science  in  Marriage  and 
Family  Therapy  (1989).  These  extension  programs  are  offered 
on  the  campus  of  Canadian  Union  College.  Vocational 
programs  are  available  in  several  Office  Management  majors. 

Accreditation  and  professional  organizations  to  which  the 
institution  belongs:  Association  of  Seventh-day  Adventist 
Colleges  and  Universities.

Canadian  Union  College  (CUC)  is  operated  by  the  Seventh-day 
Adventist  Church  in  Canada  which  has  its  headquarters  in 
Oshawa,  Ontario.  The  College  is  also  a member  of  the 
Association  of  Seventh-day  Adventist  Colleges  and 
Universities  which  has  a combined  membership  of  two 
universities  and  eleven  colleges.  Canadian  Union  College 
has  an  "extension  campus  agreement"  with  Union  College,  an 
accredited  Seventh-day  Adventist  institution  in  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  U.S.A.,  and  an  "education  extension  program"  with 
Loma  Linda  University,  an  accredited  Seventh-day  Adventist 
University  located  in  California,  U.S.A.  Canadian  Union 
College  offers  approximately  seventy  first-  and  second-year 
courses  that  are  transferable  to  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Facilities:  The  College  and  its  related  operations  are 
situated  on  three  thousand  acres  of  land  two  miles  northwest 
of  Lacombe.  The  College  itself  is  located  on  a rise  of  land 
overlooking  more  than  twenty  miles  of  fertile  valley,  near 
the  center  of  which  is  the  town  of  Lacombe.  Lakes  are 
visible  in  almost  every  direction.  With  a population  of 
approximately  5,000,  Lacombe  is  a junction  point  on  the 
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Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  about  midway  between  Calgary  and 
Edmonton.  Provincial  Highway  Number  2,  connecting  these  two 
cities,  passes  within  one-half  mile  of  the  campus.  Regular 
bus  service  is  maintained  between  the  major  cities  of 
Alberta,  thus  accessibility  is  enhanced  by  road,  rail  and 
air.  The  Lacombe  Airport,  adjacent  to  college  property, 
accommodates  light  aircraft.

Mission  or  Mandate:  St.  Stephen's  is  a College  for 
ecumenical,  Christian  theological  education  whose  purpose  is 
to  provide  academic  and  personal  growth  for  professional 
church  workers  and  lay  persons  seeking  to  live  with  a faith 
perspective  in  a changing  church  and  society.  The  College 
encourages  persons  to  assume  responsibility  for  their  own 
life-long  learning  and  faith  development.  Recognizing  the 
unigueness  of  each  individual  faith  journey,  the  College 
promotes  growth  that  enables  advancement  toward  mutually 
accepted  goals.  Grateful  for  treasures  from  the  past  but 
with  the  intention  of  being  on  the  frontier  of  Christian 
thought  and  action,  the  College  is  oriented  toward  the 
future. 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  a private  college,  functionally 
integrated  with  the  University  of  Alberta  and  located  on  the 
campus  of  the  University  at  8810-112  Street,  Edmonton. 

Brief  History:  St.  Stephen's  College  has  its  origins  in 
Alberta  College  South  and  Robertson  College.  Alberta 
College  South  (Methodist)  was  established  in  the  Territories 
in  1903  while  Robertson  College  (Presbyterian)  was 
established  in  1907  and  joined  with  Alberta  College  in  1910. 
In  1926,  the  two  colleges  became  one  with  the  name  St. 
Stephen's.  This  action  was  formally  ratified,  and  St. 
Stephen's  College  was  incorporated  by  a private  Act  of  the 
Legislature  on  April  2,  1927. 

St.  Stephen's  College  was  located  on  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Alberta  when  the  University  was  founded,  and 
at  that  time  became  a theological  college  for  the  training 
of  candidates  for  the  professional  ministry  at  the  post- 
baccalaureate level.  Functionally  integrated  with  the 
University,  the  degrees  of  the  College  were  granted  by  the 
University  of  Alberta  from  its  founding  until  1968.  On  May 
2,  1968,  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Alberta  amended  the  Act 
to  incorporate  St.  Stephen's  College  so  as  to  provide  the 
College  with  degree  granting  powers. 
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In  1968,  following  a major  re-organization  of  theological 
education  in  the  west,  St.  Stephen's  College,  while 
remaining  a private  college  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada, 
became  ecunemical  in  policy,  practice,  and  governance.  At 
the  time,  the  College  was  mandated  to  develop  graduate 
theological  education  for  both  clergy  and  lay  persons,  to 
provide  continuing  education  courses  and  specialized 
programs  for  both  clergy  and  lay  persons,  to  explore  the 
development  of  educational  methodologies  appropriate  to  the 
geographical  distances  characteristic  of  the  west,  and  to 
continue  to  offer  and  expand  courses  for  the  students  at  the 
University  of  Alberta. 

In  1971,  the  College  discontinued  basic  training  for 
ministry.  Under  a revised  mandate,  the  College  established 
what  was  at  that  time  the  second  program  for  Doctor  of 
Ministry  studies,  the  other  being  at  the  Toronto  School  of 
Theology  in  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Toronto.  As 
it  has  since  its  inception,  the  College  continued  to  offer 
undergraduate  courses  for  students  at  the  University  of 
Alberta . 

Since  then,  the  College  has  added  to  its  curriculum  a 
masters  degree  in  theology  for  lay  persons,  an  advanced 
masters  degree  in  the  practice  of  ministry  for  clergy,  a 
five  year  training  program  for  Diaconal  ministry,  and  a 
Centre  for  Research  and  Programming  in  New  Church 
Development.  In  addition  to  its  degree  and  certificate 
programs  and  undergraduate  courses  for  University  of  Alberta 
students,  St.  Stephen's  offers  a wide  variety  of  continuing 
education  and  specialized  programs  of  varying  duration  for 
both  clergy  and  lay  persons. 

Accreditation  and  professional  organizations  to  which  school 
belongs:  The  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  The  College  provides  extension 
study  in  Ontario  under  the  authority  of  the  Minister  of 
University  and  Colleges  in  that  province.

Incorporation:  An  Act  to  Incorporate  St.  Joseph's  College. 

Mission  or  Mandate:  St.  Joseph's  College  exists  to  provide 
Catholic  higher  education,  and  to  be  the  focus  of  Catholic 
worship  and  life  in  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Specifically,  the  College  collaborates  with  the  University 
in  providing  students  with  the  elements  of  a liberal 
education.  Such  education  requires  the  study  not  only  of 
secular  themes  but  also  of  the  Judaeo-Christian  intellectual 
and  spiritual  tradition  which  has  informed  Western 
civilization.  The  College  thus  contributes  to  the  broad 
spectrum  of  viewpoints  which  a provincial  university  in  a 
pluralistic  society  should  reflect.  Further,  the  College 
hopes  that  acquaintance  with  Christian  thought  will  assist 
students  to  approach  today's  problems  in  a critical  and 
constructive  spirit. 

Brief  History:  St.  Joseph's  College  was  incorporated  by  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Alberta  and  affiliated  with  the 
University  of  Alberta  in  1926.  Following  a drive  for  funds 
which  were  matched  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  the  present 
building  was  completed  in  1927.  From  its  early  days  the 
College  has  given  instruction  in  philosophy  and  theology 
through  courses  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  has  offered 
residence  facilities  to  students  and  had  maintained  a campus 
ministry.  The  College  was  directed  by  the  Christian 
Brothers  until  1963,  when  the  Basilian  Fathers  (now  assisted 
by  other  clerics  and  religious,  and  lay  persons)  assumed 
control.  Subsequently  the  academic  offerings  were 
considerably  increased:  these  currently  total  34  courses  in 
theology  and  13  in  philosophy.  Instruction  is  supported  by 
a specialized  library  of  some  18,000  volumes  which 
subscribes  to  125  journals.  The  College  also  sponsors  a 
research  Center  for  Ethics  in  Health  Care  and  Biology.

Programs:  Unless  the  term  "program"  is  used  in  a broad  sense 
to  mean  the  offerings  of  the  College  (courses  in  philosophy 
and  theology)  then  the  College  has  no  programs  of  its  own. 
The  college's  courses  may,  however,  be  counted  in  programs 
of  various  faculties  which  require  or  permit  courses 
approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  While  the  College  is 
legally  and  financially  distinct  from  the  University,  it  is 
academically  integrated  with  the  University.  Hence  the 
College  has  no  admission  or  registration  procedures  of  its 
own:  these  are  handled  by  the  University.  If  a student 

wishes  to  enrol  in  a St.  Joseph's  course  (primarily 
Christian  Philosophy  and  Theology) , he  proceeds  as  if  he  or 
she  were  enrolling  in  a course  offered  by  a department 
within  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  The  College  may  ascertain  from 
time  to  time  how  many  students,  and  which  ones,  are 
enrolling  in  its  courses  through  printouts  from  the 
Registrar's  Office  and  by  direct  computer  access.  Likewise, 
the  College  itself  does  not  award  any  credentials:  this  is 

done  by  the  University.  Hence  it  is  incorrect  to  speak  of 
"transferring"  credits  from  the  College  to  the  University. 

It  follows  that  our  courses  are  accepted  wherever  University 
of  Alberta  courses  are  accepted.  All  St.  Joseph's  courses 
are  semester  (half-year)  courses.  In  1988/89  the  College 
enrolled  117  students  in  philosophy  and  1,445  in  theology 
(for  a total  of  1,562).

Mission  or  Mandate:  The  basic  purpose  of  North  American 
Baptist  College  and  Divinity  School  (NABC/DS)  is  that  its 
students,  through  a program  of  Biblical,  general, 
theological,  and  professional  studies,  as  well  as  through 
practical  experience,  might  acquire  the  knowledge  and  skills, 
and  develop  the  personal  qualities  needed,  to  enable  them  to 
become  well-rounded  persons  and  to  serve  as  effective 
Christian  workers  in  both  lay  and  professional  capacities. 

Brief  History:  The  history  of  NABC/DS  goes  back  to  1940  when 
the  Christian  Training  Institute  was  founded  in  Edmonton. 

The  Institute  was  founded  as  a residential  school  for 
potential  church  leaders  to  "replace  the  shorter  local  church 
Bible  schools  that  had  been  conducted  throughout  the  Canadian 
west  since  1924".  The  Christian  Training  Institute  was 
incorporated  under  The  Societies  Act  on  May  19,  1950.  In 
1964  alumni  of  the  Institute  purchased  27  acres  of  land  in 
south  Edmonton  for  the  erection  of  a new  campus.  The  first 
buildings  were  constructed  and  dedicated  in  1968.  With  the 
new  facilities  came  the  name  change  to  North  American  Baptist 
College  in  January  1969.  The  name  was  changed  again  in  1983 
to  North  American  Baptist  College  and  Divinity  School. 

In  1949,  secondary  education  was  introduced,  and  in  1958  a 
theological  department  was  instituted  to  help  meet  the  need 
for  pastors.  The  secondary  program  was  terminated  in  1972, 
while  post-secondary  courses  in  Bible,  theology  and  general 
education  were  expanded. 

In  the  fall  of  1980,  a three  year  graduate  school  was 
established,  offering  the  Master  of  Divinity  degree  in 
pastoral  training.  Since  then,  the  Master  of  Theological 
Studies  program  has  been  added.  The  new  school,  located  on 
the  NABC  campus,  is  known  as  the  North  American  Baptist 
Divinity  School. 
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Accreditation  and  professional  organizations  to  which  school 
belongs:  NABC  is  a fully  accredited  member  of  the  American 

Association  of  Bible  Colleges  (AABC)  and  NABDS  is  an 
associate  member  of  the  Association  of  Theological  Schools 
(ATS) . 

Affiliations:  In  July  1987  the  NABC  signed  an  affiliation 

agreement  with  the  University  of  Alberta.  North  American 
Baptist  College  is  also  affiliated  with  several  Bible 
colleges  located  in  the  United  States  whereby  two  full  years 
of  academic  credits  of  the  College's  Associate  of  Arts  of 
Religion  degree  may  be  applied  to  the  American  colleges'  four 
year  Baccalaureate  degrees  in  Religion. 

Facilities:  The  College  is  located  on  its  own  10.93  hectare 
campus  in  southwestern  Edmonton.  In  the  last  two  decades, 
the  institution  has  constructed  a new  chapel,  administrative 
building,  a dormitory,  library,  and  a multi-purpose  building 
that  is  used  for  both  office  space  and  student  recreation.

Brief  History:  Alberta  College,  the  oldest  post-secondary 
institution  in  Alberta,  was  established  in  1903,  predating 
the  City  of  Edmonton,  Province  of  Alberta  and  the  University 
of  Alberta.  The  first  classes  were  held  in  October  1903  for 
sixty-seven  students.  The  college  offered  courses  in  Arts, 
Commerce,  and  Music.  The  college  was  affiliated  with  the 
McGill  University  and  offered  the  first  two  years  of 
University  courses.  Alberta  College  was  incorporated  by  the 
Northwest  Territories  Legislative  Assembly  on  October  8, 
1904.  When  the  University  of  Alberta  began  its  first  arts 
class,  almost  all  of  the  students  in  its  first  arts  class 
were  from  Alberta  College.  By  1917  the  college  enrollment 
was  900  and  the  first  English  as  a Second  Language  classes 
began.  The  college  was  the  first  local  school  to  adopt  the 
semester  system  and  to  commence  night  classes  to  accommodate 
mature  students.  Alberta  College  offers  both  senior  high 
school  and  post-secondary  programs,  admits  both  adult  and 
non-adult  students,  and  serves  over  seven  thousand  students 
annually.

Ownership:  The  Canadian  Lutheran  Bible  Institute  is  owned  by 
the  Association  of  the  Canadian  Lutheran  Bible  Institute. 
Membership  in  the  Association  is  open  to  Lutheran  Christians 
who  support  the  school.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  elects  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  up  of  six 
clergy  and  seven  lay  people. 

Mission  or  Mandate:  The  Institute's  calendar  describes  the 
institute's  mission  as  follows:  "SCRIPTURE ...  SPIRITUAL 
LIFE ...  SERVICE ...  These  words  describe  The  Canadian  Lutheran 
Bible  Institute.  Through  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
through  training  in  practical  skills,  and  through  the 
experience  of  God's  Grace  within  Christian  community,  The 
Canadian  Lutheran  Bible  Institute  directs  faithful  men  and 
women  into  a vital  spiritual  life  with  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord, 
and  leads  them  into  daily  service  and  witness  for  Christ 
within  the  Church  and  the  world."  (1989-1991  Calendar,  p.  8) 

Brief  History:  Short  term  Bible  courses  were  taught  at 
Camrose  Lutheran  College  in  1918,  1926,  1927.  The  Canadian 
Lutheran  Bible  Institute  was  first  incorporated  under  the 
Societies  Act  on  November  7,  1924,  having  as  its  main  object 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a "Bible  Institute  to 
nurture  and  encourage  intensive  Bible  study  and  to  train  and 
prepare  Bible  workers  for  foreign,  home  and  inner-mission 
fields...."  CLBI  began  officially  September  19,  1932  as  an 
intersynodical  venture  of  Scandinavian  Lutherans  in  Alberta. 
The  Institute  was  later  incorporated  by  a private  Act  of 
Legislature  in  1947,  giving  the  institute  corporate  status. 

When  classes  began  "in  a Cottage  school"  provided  rent  free 
by  the  town  of  Camrose  in  1932,  there  were  sixty-one  students 
enrolled  before  Christmas  and  83  after  Christmas.  Over  the 
years,  the  institute's  student  enrollment  increased  to  such 
an  extent  that  more  faculty  were  employed  and  the  school ' s 
facilities  were  expanded.  In  1972,  a new  recreation/food 
services  building  was  constructed,  and  between  1972  and  1978, 
all  the  houses  immediately  adjacent  to  CLBI  were  purchased  to 
allow  for  future  expansion. 
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The  Bible  is  the  main  textbook.  The  institute  does  not 
compete  with  colleges;  needed  arts  courses  are  transferred 
in.  CLBI's  curriculum  is  totally  in  the  area  of  Christian 
studies  and  geared  for  discipleship  and  service  in  the  Lord's 
kingdom.

To  accomplish  these  objectives,  seminary 
personnel  must  be  absolutely  committed  to  the  authority  of 
God's  Word  in  faith  and  practice  and  by  their  example  of 
exhoration  should  lead  students  to  like  commitment.  This 
institution  shall  be  committed  to  the  ministry  and  mission  of 
local  churches.  Leaders  and  students  shall  be  actively 
involved  in  that  ministry  and  shall  express  Christ  in  every 
relationship  of  life.  This  institution  shall  be  committed  to 
the  purpose  and  objectives  of  the  Canadian  Convention  of 
Southern  Baptists. 

Brief  History:  Canadian  Southern  Baptists  have  long  felt  the 
need  for  a more  concerted  effort  in  bringing  all  Canadians  to 
a saving  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  With  this  objective  in 
mind,  the  Canadian  Convention  of  Southern  Baptists  voted  in 
May  1985  to  found  a seminary  which  opened  in  the  fall  of 

1987.  At  the  same  meeting,  the  Convention  named  a board  of 
trustees  and  charged  them  with  the  responsibility  of 
establishing  a seminary.  Subsequently,  60.3  hectares  were 
purchased  overlooking  the  town  of  Cochrane.  In  July  1986  the 
Trustees  invited  Dr.  Clint  Ashley  to  serve  as  President. 

Since  that  time  five  full-time  faculty  persons,  along  with 
additional  staff  and  personnel  have  been  employed.  The 
Canadian  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  Act  was  passed  in  July 

1988.  In  1990  construction  will  begin  on  an  eight-unit 
student  housing  apartment  complex.  Although  the  primary 
focus  of  theological  training  is  centered  on  the  Cochrane 
campus,  the  Seminary  offers  short-term  courses  at  off-campus 
sites .

Mission  or  Mandate:  Role  and  Mission  of  the  College  - From 
the  Charter,  given  assent  on  March  31,  1947:  "...having  as 

its  objects  the  providing  of  intellectual  and  spiritual 
training  for  prospective  ministers,  missionaries  and  gospel 
workers  and  of  promoting  the  true  principles  and  teachings  of 
the  Bible  as  taught  and  exemplified  by  Jesus  Christ...".

Brief  History:  The  College  - Gardner  Bible  College  is  the  co- 
educational institution  of  Christian  higher  education  of  the 
Church  of  God  (Anderson,  Indiana)  in  Canada.  In  keeping  with 
the  Biblical  truth  that  all  persons  in  Christ  are  one, 

Gardner  welcomes  students  from  all  denominational  backgrounds 
to  study  the  revealed  truth  of  God's  Word  in  a community  of 
Christian  love. 

Gardner  is  a place  where  students  can  discover  the  meaning  of 
their  faith  and  where  they  can  find  a closer  relationship 
with  God.  The  College  unites  the  spiritual  and  academic 
disciplines  to  prepare  persons  according  to  God's  call,  for 
effective  and  informed  service. 
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Historical  Perspective  - Alberta  Bible  Institute  came  into 
existence  in  1933  to  meet  the  need  for  a centre  of  Biblical 
studies  in  Canada.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  late  Dr. 

Harry  C.  Gardner,  principal  and  president  for  the  first 
twenty  years  of  its  life,  the  College  was  guided  in  its 
development.  In  the  second  year  of  its  growth,  Gardner  was 
joined  by  the  German  Bible  Institute  from  Medicine  Hat, 
Alberta,  led  by  Rev.  Jacob  Wiens.  The  Alberta  Bible 
Institute,  Gardner  Bible  College's  predecessor  institution, 
was  incorporated  under  the  Societies  Act  in  March  of  1936. 

In  March  1947,  by  act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  Alberta 
Bible  Institute  received  its  Charter  of  Incorporation.  In 
1981,  the  name  was  changed  to  Gardner  Bible  College  to  honour 
the  College's  first  president. 

For  more  than  50  years  the  College  has  persisted  in 
maintaining  academic  excellence  with  a strong  spiritual 
emphasis.  The  College  has  endeavored  to  keep  alive  the 
atmosphere  of  "Koinonia"  fellowship;  the  family  of  God 
sharing  and  growing  together.  It  is  believed  that  in  this 
setting  students  are  challenged  to  realize  their  highest 
potential.  This  is  evidenced  by  missionaries,  pastors,  and 
many  committed  lay  persons  who  have  taken  responsible 
positions  in  both  the  church  and  society. 

Since  we  live  in  a society  of  continual  change,  an  evaluation 
of  the  program  is  continually  taking  place  in  order  to  meet 
the  demand  for  sound  Christian  education.  For  that  reason,  a 
favorable  admission  and  tuition  arrangement  for  University 
courses  exists  between  Gardner  and  the  Camrose  Lutheran 
College.  This  enables  the  student  to  maintain  active 
identity  with  and  participation  in  the  Gardner  community 
while  receiving  university  credits,  or  pursuing  a liberal 
arts  degree.

Affiliations:  At  present,  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Indian 
Arts  is  affiliated  with  the  Alberta  College  of  Art  (ACA) . In 
a letter  dated  May  12,  1987,  ACA  indicated  its  interest  in 
the  transferability  of  several  courses. 

Brief  History:  In  1987  a private  bill  was  passed  by  the 
Legislature  incorporating  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Indian 
Arts.  The  bill  gave  the  Institute  authority  to  grant 
certificates  and  diplomas,  indicating  the  Institute's  long 
term  plans. 

The  Institute  of  Canadian  Indian  Arts  is  still  in  its 
planning  stages.  The  Samson  Cree  Nation  of  Hobbema  views  the 
Institute  as  a step  in  the  Indian  control  of  Indian  Education 
with  a national  and  international  focus.  Although  the 
Institute's  post-secondary  program  is  not  yet  in  operation, 
the  Institute  is  involved  in  a shared  program  for  literacy 
and  upgrading  programs. 

Mission  or  Mandate:  The  introduction  of  the  Institute's 
proposal  states  that  in  the  twentieth  century  mass 
communications  has  increasingly  eroded  the  ethnicity  of 
formerly  isolated  cultures.  Distinctive  social  behaviour 
that  has  survived  for  thousands  of  years  is  dissolving  in  the 
melting  pot  of  a non-descript  world.  We  are  becoming  more 
and  more  alike.  The  new  electronic  interdependence  recreates 
the  world  in  the  image  of  a global  village.  The  rapid 
homogenization  of  today's  society  has  left  many  North 
American  Indian  communities  confused  as  to  their  roles  and 
identities.  Their  language,  values  and  traditional  thoughts 
are  now  being  extinguished  by  a modern  technological  oriented 
society. 

It  is  important  to  establish  that  Indian  people  do  not  want 
to  live  in  the  past  but  wish  a balance  between  technological 
change  and  their  rich  and  distinctive  aesthetic  traditions. 
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In  recent  years  there  has  been  a revival  of  interest  in  the 
past,  an  increased  pursuit  of  learning  and  an  imaginative 
response  to  broader  questions  and  horizons  facing  Indian 
people  today  ...  in  short,  a Renaissance. 

In  order  for  Indian  people  to  find  a meaningful  place  in 
contemporary  society  they  must  establish  institutions  which 
can  best  assist  them  in  achieving  their  goals.  What  is 
required  are  Indian  institutions  that  will  support  Indian 
culture  into  the  future.  Indian  people  are  determined  to 
preserve  their  cultural  identity. 

The  Institute  of  Canadian  Indian  Arts  will  become  one  such 
vehicle  in  this  important  process.  The  Institute  will  offer 
a variety  of  courses  in  the  visual  arts,  literary  arts  and 
communications.  The  Institute  of  Canadian  Indian  Arts  wishes 
to  provide  an  educational  setting  so  that  Indian  people  may 
be  trained  to  the  point  that  they  are  able  to  decide  how  to 
present  their  culture  to  the  outside  world. 

The  Institute  believes  that  art  is  a creative  and 
intellectual  process  and  recognizes  that  culture  plays  a 
dominant  role  in  the  formation  of  one's  reality  and  value 
system.  The  Institute  will  provide  a culturally  based 
educational  setting  which  will  assist  in  furthering  a long 
tradition  of  rich  aesthetic  expression. 

The  Institute  of  Canadian  Indian  Arts  is  more  than  an  arts 
education  institution?  it  is  an  educational  institution  which 
uses  cultural  arts  education  as  the  medium  for  achieving  the 
goals  of  the  school. 

The  Institute  provides  an  environment  in  which  students  can: 

1.  better  define  their  purpose  and  meaning  for  life; 

2.  enhance  their  level  for  the  acquisition,  organization  and 
uses  of  knowledge; 

3.  establish  a foundation  for  good  citizenship  and  accept  its 
associated  responsibilities? 

4.  develop  and  encourage  their  personal  decision  making  and 
life-skills  that  will  expand  their  capacity  to  function 
independently  within  the  community. 

If,  in  the  process  of  achieving  these  objectives,  students 
become  sufficiently  skilled  at  their  craft  to  enable  them  to 
support  themselves  and  their  dependents,  that  becomes  an 
additional  dividend.  In  all  cases,  however,  students  should 
consider  their  experience  at  the  Institute  as  a foundation 
for  skill  development,  gain  knowledge  about  perceptions  and 
ideas  and  desire  to  be  a life  long  learner.

Brief  History:  Maskwachees  was  established  in  1974  by  the 
Four  Nations  Cree  Bands  at  Hobbema  with  a cultural 
development  grant  provided  by  the  Federal  Department  of 
Indian  Affairs.  The  Maskwachees  Cultural  College  Act  was 
passed  in  July  1988.  The  College  is  wholly  owned  by  the 
Plains  Cree  community  of  Hobbema  through  the  Maskwachees 
Cultural  College  Corporation,  a non-profit  society  registered 
both  provincially  and  federally.  In  Alberta,  the  Maskwachees 
Cultural  College  Foundation  was  incorporated  under  the 
Business  Corporations  Act  on  December  2,  1987  to  be  the 
College's  funding  organization. 

The  College  does  not  wish  to  enter  into  an  affiliation 
agreement  with  any  Alberta  university.  Nonetheless,  the 
College  has  indicated  an  interest  in  eventually  obtaining 
accreditation  through  Alberta's  Private  Colleges  Accredita- 
tion Board. 

Accreditation  and  professional  organizations  to  which  school 
belongs : 

Affiliations:  The  College  is  not  affiliated  with  any  post- 
secondary institution  in  Alberta.  It  does,  however,  have  a 
brokerage  arrangement  with  the  University  of  Alberta,  the 
University  of  Regina,  and  Grant  MacEwan  Community  College.

Mission  or  Mandate:  Northwest  Bible  College  was  founded  and 
is  committed  to  the  task  of  preparing  Christians  for  more 
effective  service  in  God's  kingdom.  Since  Christian 
education  should  have  a holistic  concern,  Northwest  has 
determined  that  in  whatever  program  the  student  may  involve 
himself,  specific  objectives  will  be  placed  before  him  by  the 
college  in  the  areas  of  his  spiritual,  intellectual,  social- 
physical  and  professional  growth.  It  is  the  College's 
general  objective  to  provide  3 and  4 year  diploma  and  degree 
programs  that  may  be  terminal  or  continuous  (to  graduate 
level  work)  in  nature  to  those  men  and  women  call  to  full- 
time Christian  service,  and  a one  year  layman  leadership 
course  for  those  desiring  to  engage  more  effectively  in  a 
variety  of  Christian  service  opportunities  at  the  lay  level. 

Brief  History:  The  College  has  been  a centre  of  Christian 
learning  and  fellowship  since  October  1946  when  the  college, 
then  known  as  Northwest  Bible  Institute,  opened  its  doors 
with  an  initial  class  of  forty  students  and  six  part-time 
teachers.  The  Northwest  Bible  College  Association  was 
incorporated  under  The  Societies  Act  on  November  3,  1983.  In 
September  of  1986,  the  Northwest  Bible  College  Act  was  passed 
by  the  Legislature  of  Alberta. 

The  first  classes  were  held  in  the  facilities  of  the  Central 
Tabernacle  Church  which  was  located  on  108  Street  in 
Edmonton.  The  first  classes  were  to  train  leaders  for 
ministry  through  the  offering  of  a three  year  Bible  Diploma 
course.  In  the  following  years,  the  College  continued 
sharing  its  teaching  and  administrative  offices  with  Central 
Tabernacle,  moving  with  the  church  to  the  present  location  on 
107  Avenue  and  116  Street.  In  1976,  the  College  purchased  a 
12,000  sguare  foot  building,  later  named  the  D.N.  Buntain 
Heritage  House  in  honour  of  the  institute's  first  president, 
at  the  corner  of  106  Avenue  and  116  Street. 

Accreditation  and  professional  organizations  to  which  school 
belongs:  Presently  have  candidate  status  with  the  American 
Association  of  Bible  Colleges.  The  College  is  a member  of 
the  Association  of  Canadian  Bible  Colleges. 
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Affiliations:  None.  Northwest  Bible  College  is  the 
Theological  Training  College  of  the  Alberta  and  N.W.T. 
(MacKenzie)  District  of  The  Pentecostal  Assemblies  of  Canada. 
The  College  also  has  a close  administrative  relationship  with 
the  Central  Tabernacle  Church  and  its  congregation. 

Facilities:  The  Heritage  House  building,  at  the  corner  of  106 
Avenue  and  116  Street,  provides  space  for  NBC's  general 
offices,  faculty  offices,  book  store,  faculty  offices, 
library  of  10,000  volumes,  student  exercise  room  and  student 
lounge.  Most  classroom  space  is  provided  through  a rental 
agreement  with  the  Central  Tabernacle  congregation  to  use 
their  Education  Building  just  north  of  Heritage  House.

Brief  History:  The  name  of  Old  Sun  and  the  structure  which 
currently  houses  the  community  college  have  long  been 
associated  with  formal  education  on  the  Blackfoot  Reserve. 

The  opportunity  for  formal  schooling  has  been  available  on 
the  reserve  since  the  late  1800's.  In  1883  Reverend  John  W. 
Tims  of  the  Church  of  England  was  sent  to  establish  a mission 
among  the  Blackfoot  Indians.  His  task  was  accomplished  when 
Chief  Old  Sun  allowed  him  to  build  a cabin  which  became  the 
first  school  and  at  a later  date,  was  named  after  Chief  Old 
Sun.  This  building  was  successively  replaced  until  1929  when 
the  present  brick  school  was  built  to  accommodate  the  growing 
educational  needs  of  the  reserve.  The  Anglican  Church 
continued  to  operate  the  school  until  the  1950's  when  the 
federal  government  took  over.  The  1960 's  signalled  a new  era 
in  Native  Indian  Education.  A move  was  made  to  integrate 
students  into  the  public  school  system  through  bussing.  As 
the  Old  Sun  School  became  vacant  the  Blackfoot  leaders 
identified  a possible  use  for  the  building  as  an  adult 
learning  centre.  Their  plans  became  reality  when  Old  Sun 
Community  College  was  founded  in  1971.  The  College  was 
operated  at  first  as  a campus  of  Mount  Royal  College.  The 
Old  Sun  Society  was  established  under  the  Societies  Act  on 
March  21,  1973  to  operate  the  College.  In  1978  the  College 
became  an  independent  institution  operated  by  the  Blackfoot 
Nation.  The  Old  Sun  Community  College  Act  was  passed  by  the 
Legislature  in  July  1988. 

Accreditation  and  professional  organizations  to  which  school 
belongs:  None  at  this  time. 

Affiliations:  None,  but  negotiations  are  underway  with  the 
Alberta  College  of  Art  and  other  post-secondary  Institutions.

Mission  or  Mandate:  Our  mission  statement  is  "the  training  of 
students  in  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  Word  of  God,  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  the  training  of  students  to  become  ministers, 
whether  at  home  or  abroad."  We  seek  to  achieve  this  by 
providing  a solid  Bible-based  academic  program  combined  with 
relationships  and  experiences  designed  to  produce  skill 
enrichment  and  personal  development.  It  is  our  purpose  to 
acquaint  our  students  with  the  Word  of  God  so  they  will 
experience  both  certainty  and  usefulness  in  an  often 
bewildering  world. 

Brief  History:  In  1933,  Mr.  Walter  W.  McNaughton  came  to  the 
Peace  River  area  by  bicycle  and  on  foot  to  take  up  the 
challenge  of  starting  a Bible  School  in  what  was,  then,  a 
somewhat  isolated  region  of  Canada.  Classes  began  on 
December  6,  1933  in  a house  near  Berwyn.  The  following  year 
it  relocated  in  Grande  Prairie.  The  land  donated  by  Mr.  Lee 
Warren  in  1935  at  Sexsmith,  Alberta  became  the  present  site 
of  the  campus  of  Peace  River  Bible  Institute.  In  1947,  the 
Institute  was  incorporated  by  a private  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  granting  the  College  corporate  status.  This  act 
was  amended  in  1983  to  give  the  college  authority  to  offer 
degrees  in  theology. 

The  original  buildings  on  the  present  site  were  built  by 
Christians  from  several  denominations  who  worked  together  to 
make  Bible  school  education  available  for  the  young  people  of 
the  region.  Although  the  programs  have  developed  and  the 
geographic  area  served  by  the  school  has  expanded,  the  school 
remains  committed  to  its  original  purposes  and  the  service  of 
an  interdenominational  constituency.

Brief  History:  The  history  of  the  Prairie  Bible  Institute 
goes  back  to  the  early  1920's  when  a young  farmer,  J.  F. 

Kirk,  and  his  family,  wrote  to  the  president  of  the  Midland 
Bible  Institute  in  Kansas  City,  requesting  that  a graduate  be 
sent  to  their  district  to  establish  a bible  institute.  L.  E. 
Maxwell,  of  Salina,  Kansas,  responded  to  this  appeal  and 
opened  the  Prairie  Bible  Institute  in  the  town  of  Three  Hills 
on  October  9,  1922. 

The  Prairie  Bible  Institute  was  incorporated  on  June  4th, 
1938,  under  the  Religious  Societies'  Land  Act.  On  March  27, 
1946,  The  Prairie  Bible  Institute  was  incorporated  by  a 
private  Act  of  Legislature,  giving  the  institute  corporate 
status.  This  allowed  the  institute  to  acquire  property  or 
assets  for  carrying  out  its  objectives  as  outlined  in  chapter 
64  of  the  Religious  Societies'  Land  Act.  In  1971,  the 
Prairie  Bible  Institute  Act  was  amended  to  shorten  the 
institute's  name  to  Prairie  Bible  Institute.  In  1980,  the 
Prairie  Bible  Institute  Act  was  amended  to  empower  the 
institute  to  grant  degrees  in  divinity.  In  the  summer  of 
1988,  Prairie  Graduate  School  began  with  the  commitment  to 
prepare  people  for  Christian  ministry  and  to  encourage  the 
life-long  learning  of  people  in  Christian  vocation. 

Since  1922,  PBI  has  grown  from  a first  class  of  eight  young 
people  into  an  organization  involving  over  1,000  students. 
This  includes  a general  education  division  (K-12)  and  a 
theological  division  (Bible  College  and  Graduate  School) . 

Over  2,000  alumni  from  the  Bible  college  have  served  with 
missionary  societies  overseas,  and  another  2,000  have  served 
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as  pastors  and  Christian  workers  in  North  America.  The 
Institute  maintains  a staff  and  faculty  of  just  under  200  to 
care  for  the  student  body  in  its  different  schools.

At  present,  Catholic  School  Districts  in  Southern  Alberta 
must  hire  religion  specialists  from  Northern  Alberta  or  from 
out  of  province.  St.  Mary's  College  will  provide  teachers  in 
Religious  Education  and  will  provide  courses  for  teachers  in 
other  academic  areas  who  wish  to  keep  current  with  their 
Catholic  Theology  and  Philosophy. 

The  College  does  have  property  adjacent  to  the  University  of 
Calgary  and  will  begin  building  as  soon  as  possible  after  an 
affiliation  agreement  is  reached  with  the  University.  The 
first  home  of  the  College  will  be  in  a building  owned  by  the 
Calgary  Separate  School  Board. 

The  College  is  actively  gathering  a library  of  books  and 
resources  which  will  support  the  courses  to  be  offered  at  the 
College.

Blue  Quills  is  located  on  64.75  hectares  of  federal  land  near 
the  town  of  St.  Paul  approximately  200  km  northeast  of 
Edmonton,  Alberta.  The  Centre  was  built  in  the  late  1920's 
as  a mission  residential  school  for  native  children.  The 
management  and  control  of  the  school  were  assumed  by  the 
native  people  of  the  Saddle  Lake/Athabasca  District  in  1970 
after  a successful  sit-in  demonstration  protested  the 
recommended  closure  of  the  school  by  the  Department  of  Indian 
Affairs  (DIA) . Blue  Quills  Native  Education  Centre  was 
incorporated  under  the  Companies  Act  on  September  16,  1971. 

In  May  1988,  its  name  was  changed  to  Blue  Quills  First 
Nations  College.  Blue  Quills  is  now  governed  by  a Board  of 
Directors  consisting  of  four  executive  officers  and  seven 
Band  appointed  members  and  two  elders  representing  the  seven 
reserves  with  a combined  population  of  8,000  Status  Indians. 
There  are  approximately  200  post-secondary  students  in 
attendance,  and  a number  of  instructional  and  support  staff.

Mission  or  Mandate:  Key-Way-Tin  Bible  Institute  (KBI)  is  the 
training  arm  of  the  Northern  Canada  Evangelical  Mission 
(NCEM) , which  has  its  headquarters  in  Prince  Albert, 
Saskatchewan.  NCEM  is  a charitable  organization.  Key-Way- 
Tin  Bible  Institute  is  geared  primarily  for  the  training  of 
Native  men  and  women  for  leadership  in  the  Native  Church. 

The  KBI  curriculum  provides  a strong  emphasis  in  basic  Bible 
knowledge,  Christian  living  and  training  for  Christian 
service.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  effective  Christian  witness 
and,  therefore,  provides  opportunities  for  practical  service 
both  locally  and  in  their  fields.  While  the  School  aims  at 
producing  strong  leadership  for  the  Church  through  its 
graduates,  it  also  enables  other  students  who  attend  to 
strengthen  their  home  churches,  even  though  they  may  not  be 
planning  to  enter  full-time  ministry.

Brief  History:  A Bible  Institute  ministry  began  as  a project 
of  the  Shantyman's  Christian  Association  at  Big  River, 
Saskatchewan  in  1956.  This  developed  out  of  a desire  to  see 
Native  men  and  women  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  proper 
discipleship  and  Bible  training.  From  this  early  beginning 
the  school  was  handed  over  to  the  Northern  Canada  Evangelical 
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Mission,  which  was  incorporated  in  Alberta  in  February  1953, 
and  relocated  to  a small  campus  at  Lac  La  Ronge,  Saskatchewan 
in  1957.  In  1972  it  was  decided  to  relocate  the  La  Ronge 
Indian  Bible  School  to  NCEM's  8.09  square  hectare  lakefront 
property  at  Lac  La  Biche,  Alberta.  With  this  new  location 
and  a new  name,  the  Key-Way-Tin  Bible  Institute  began  classes 
in  the  fall  of  1973  with  two  students  enrolled.  Growth  in 
enrollment  over  the  years  had  encouraged  NCEM  to  provide 
facilities  to  eventually  accommodate  100  students.  In  1984 
the  campus  was  increased  to  22.26  hectares. 

KBI  is  interdenominational  and  enjoys  the  fellowship  and 
support  of  many  denominations  and  missionary  organizations. 
Students  enrolled  at  KBI  represent  many  churches  and  groups 
involved  in  Native  missions. 

Students  have  come  from  several  provinces,  the  Northwest 
Territories,  and  one  of  the  States.  Many  different  tribes 
and  languages  are  represented  by  the  students  at  KBI . 

However,  all  classes  are  taught  in  English. 

All  KBI  faculty  and  staff  are  salaried  on  a missionary 
support  basis,  each  one  raising  his  own  support  through 
interested  friends  and  churches.  Financial  support  to  staff 
must  be  channelled  through  NCEM  Headquarters  at  Prince 
Albert,  Saskatchewan.  Donations  to  KBI  are  used  entirely  for 
the  operation  of  the  school  and  its  programs  and  may  be 
either  sent  directly  to  KBI  or  sent  to  the  NCEM  Headquarters 
for  receipting.  Student  fees  are  kept  low  and  cover  only  a 
percentage  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  school.

As  a result  Kisemanito  opened  its  doors  on 
September  8,  1980  with  the  aim  of  fostering  Native  vocations 
to  the  priesthood.  Over  the  years  that  orientation  changed 
somewhat  with  the  acceptance  of  women  and  other  men 
interested  in  lay  ministry  rather  than  the  priesthood  proper. 
The  program  became  more  inclusive  with  the  purposes  of 
promoting  ministers  of  the  Word  without  the  exclusion  of  the 
priesthood.

Brief  History:  In  the  fall  of  1966,  some  young  people 
approached  Pastors  Stalwick  and  Dahlen  about  starting  a Bible 
School  that  would  seek  to  teach  the  "whole  counsel  of  God" . 

In  the  spring  of  1967,  the  Living  Faith  Evangelistic 
Association  (LFEA)  was  formed  to  support,  assist,  and  help 
direct  Pastor  Stalwick  as  he  travelled  in  evangelism.  Four 
years  later,  the  vision  of  Living  Faith  Renewal  Centre  came 
to  fruition  as  LFEA  purchased  a dude  ranch.  That  year,  the 
summer  of  1971,  the  Living  Faith  Bible  Camp  normally  held  at 
Red  Deer  Lake,  Alberta,  was  held  for  the  first  time  on  the 
newly  purchased  property.  The  Living  Faith  Evangelistic 
Association  was  incorporated  under  The  Societies  Act  in  1977. 

From  the  beginning,  guest  teachers  came  from  Canada,  the 
United  States,  and  overseas  to  teach  for  a one-  or  two-week 
period  on  a book  or  topic  from  the  Bible.  Since  that  first 
year,  the  program,  staff  and  facilities  of  Living  Faith  have 
grown.

Programs:  An  information  sheet  put  out  by  the  corporation 
some  years  ago  contained  the  following  information:  "Nova 
Colleges  are  private,  innovative,  independent,  registered, 
and  incorporated  institutions  offering  all  levels  of  awards: 
Certificates  to  Doctoral  degrees."  Awards  are  based  on  the 
process  of  individual  assessment  only.  Nova  Colleges  do  not 
offer  courses  of  any  kind.  Where  courses,  programs  of  study, 
and/or  examinations  are  required,  students  are  referred  to 
the  appropriate  examining  board,  or  other  institutions 
acceptable  to  Nova  Colleges.  Many  courses  may  be  completed 
through  correspondence  study,  but  also  may  be  available  in 
the  student's  own  locality  through  evening,  weekend,  or 
summer  sessions.  "It  may  be  possible  for  a student  to  obtain 
an  award  based  solely  on  an  assessment  of  their  present 
achievements . " 

Comments:  Nova  College  of  Edmonton  Ltd.  has  agreed  not  to 
distribute  brochures  within  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

Nova  Colleges  claim  to  offer  their  degrees  under  the 
authority  of  the  Isle  of  Man  and  the  Republic  of  Seychelles.

General  Information:  The  College  was  established  by  the 
Hobbema  Blood  Band  in  1986  to  develop  educational  programs 
for  native  students.  The  College  is  run  by  the  Blood  Tribe 
Education  Committee  and  is  registered  with  the  Department  of 
Education  as  a Category  1 private  school  to  offer  grades  10 
to  12  and  evening  credit  courses.  According  to  Red  Crow's 
calendar,  the  College  is  "in  the  process  of  incorporating  as 
a non-profit  organization."  Information  provided  in  answer 
to  inquiries  indicate  that  the  organizers  originally  intended 
to  establish  the  College  under  Alberta's  Societies  Act;  that 
work  was  halted  in  the  final  stages  for  further 
consideration.  Early  in  the  development  of  the  College,  the 
organizers  inquired  about  the  process  to  be  followed  to 
obtain  their  own  Act.  In  February  1987,  the  College 
contacted  the  Department  of  Advanced  Education  for 
information  on  the  accreditation  process.  The  College's 
representative  expressed  the  College's  wish  to  pursue 
accreditation  and  to  eventually  offer  programs  leading  to 
both  B. A.  and  B.Sc.  degrees.  Information  was  provided  on  the 
procedures  to  be  followed  to  incorporate  the  institution  as  a 
private  college.  Contact  with  College  officials  in  February 
and  August  1988  indicated  the  College  still  intends  to 
proceed  with  obtaining  its  own  private  Act.

Brief  History:  In  the  spring  of  1982,  an  ad  hoc  committee, 
representing  various  associations  in  the  Lesser  Slave  Lake 
region,  was  established  to  examine  the  possibility  of 
providing  a supported  university  program.  Funding  for  this 
planning  process  was  provided  by  the  Native  Secretariat 
through  the  Lesser  Slave  Lake  Indian  Regional  Council. 
Representatives  of  this  planning  group  met  on  a continual 
basis  with  officials  from  the  Department  of  Advanced 
Education,  University  of  Alberta,  and  Athabasca  University. 
Officials  from  both  universities  agreed  to  provide  course 
instruction  in  the  first  and  second  years  of  a general  arts 
program.  Furthermore,  the  Federal  Department  of  Indian 
Affairs  stated  its  willingness  to  contribute  additional 
funding  to  the  project  "over  and  above  the  tuition  and 
student  allowance  payments  which  it  provides  on  behalf  of 
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status  Indian  students  attending  post-secondary 
institutions. " 

The  Sunrise  Project  was  founded  by  the  Sunrise  Higher 
Education  Society  which  was  incorporated  on  March  31,  1983. 
The  Project  began  offering  courses  out  of  the  basement  of  St. 
Peter* s Church  in  Slave  Lake  in  January  1983.  At  a later 
date,  the  Sunrise  Project  moved  its  operations  to  the  2nd 
floor  of  Potpourri  Mall,  located  in  Slave  Lake  . In  1991, 
the  Sunrise  Project  will  be  moving  into  the  new  AVC  building 
located  in  Slave  Lake;  at  that  time  the  Project  anticipates 
affiliating  wiht  AVC-Lesser  Slave  Lake. 

The  Sunrise  Project  operates  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Sunrise  Higher  Education  Society  Board  of  Directors.

General  Information:  The  Western  Institute  of  Theology  was 
incorporated  under  The  Societies'  Act  in  February  1974,  as 
the  House  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Institute  of  Theology.  In  March 
1976,  the  Institute  changed  its  name  to  Western  Institute  of 
Theology  (WIT) . 

According  to  its  application  for  incorporation,  the  Society's 
objects  are  as  follows:
